East of Oulchy-le-Chateau, 
the French have repulsed four counter-attacks. 


Plunging northward from Sergy, American 


troops have made a brilliant and important ad- 
vance in desperate fighting, and apparently have 
opened the way for further successful operations 
against die Germans in the Marne salient.
